You might want to check out QST from a few months ago. They had an article 
about working the "easy sats", and it's really pretty easy. I work RS-10 
using an all-mode VHF for the uplink, and a Radio Shack shortwave radio for 
the downlink. The uplink is only running 10 watts to a home made copper pipe 
Jpole, and with 50' of RG-8 between the two, not much of it even gets there. 
The downlink antenna is basically a long wire strung out the window. I don't 
get real great reports, and the other stations are hard to hear, but it does 
work. Once you have a working setup, you can experiment and upgrade in pieces. 


Also, don't forget you'll need some sort of computer with a satellite tracking 
program.
